Spanish palace Escurial, situated on 
the southeast slope of the Sierra Gruada- 
ramt and about twenty-five miles 
from Madrid, has been destroyed by 
lightning. This was the most cele- 
brated palace of Spain. In its mauso- 
leum slept the long line of Spanish 
Kings from Charles V. down. Here 
were the treasured ashes of princes; 
here collected works of art, the relics 
of the saiuts, twenty thousand rare 
values of Spanish literature, and four 
thousand rare MSS. written in the 
Greek, the Hebrew and Arabic- 
language. All have now rushed sdy- 
ward in flame and smoke. The 
palace was built during the seventeenth 
century by I'hillp I., in fulfilment of 
a vow that he would build the most 
magnificent monasteryjin the world if 
St. Lawrence would give him over the 
battle of St. Quentin. Twenty-one 
years' and a sum equal to fifteen mil- 
lion dollars, were expended in com- 
pleting the work. The church under 
which the mausoleum was constructed 
by Philip IV. was a triumph of archi- 
tectural skill. Porphyry and marble 
of the richest description encrusted the 
walls, ami on either side were placed 
statue portraits of kings and queens. 
Benvenuto Celinis' marble "Christ," 
presented to Phillip by the Duke of 
Tuscany, and which is said to have 
been brought from Barcelona 
shoulders, was there and must have 
been mutilated by conflagration. The 
loss of so many venerable relics will i » . , 
be deeply regretted by the eeholar, 1 
the artist, the historian, and antiqua- 
r an. 

There are serious apprehensions in 
Ireland of another famine. The Irish 
peasantry in some parts of the inland 
are writing to their friends in this 
country that the utmost anxiety pre- 
vails in regard to the food supply, and 
that fears are entertained of widespread 
and terrible destitution. Information 
derived from an eutirely different source 
leads to the conclusion that there is too 
much reason lor the prevailing appre- 
hension. A writer in an English jour- 
nal, who has made a- special tour 
through Great tBritian for the express 
purpose of ascertaining the condition of 
the crops, and who is recognized as an 
authority on such subjects, estimates 
the value of the potato crop to be less 
by seventeen millions of pounds ster- 
ling than that of an average year, and 
of this loss more than one half falls on 
Ireland.

OZONE PRODUCED BY EYAPOEATIOX. 

Mr. (iorup-Besanez ha« made a se- 
ries of experiments nt Kissingen, 
Bavaria, which prove tho formation 
of ozone during the evaporation of 
certain waters, and was thus led to 
tho conclusion that the air on 
the ocean ought to bo richer in 
ozone than the air of inland places. 
Huizinga has found that tho air on 
tho island of Texcl in charged with 
ozone, thus corroborating tho view 
of Besanez. 

telegraphing in china. 

The poblcm of telegraphing in 
tho Chinese language, to write 
which requires some 50,000 differ- 
ent characters, has been solved in 
this way : A few thousands of the

wooden blocks. On the opposite 
side of each block is its number. 
Duplicates ot such numbered blocks 
are at each telegraph station. The 
China merchant selects tho blocks 
which express tho thoughts to be 
transmitted. Tho operator telo- 
graphs only tho numerals designat- 
ing these blocks, which enable the 
receiving operator to select similar 
block at his end of the line. 

FIRE proof stone. 

An account is given in tho En- 
glish papers of a new artificial in- 
fusible stone, or quart/, brick, lately 
invented and introduced. Its appli- 
cations have been more especially 
in the construction of steel furnaces, 
etc, but it would also scorn particu 
larly adapted, in consequence, of its 
extreme infusibility to the prepara- 
tion of absolutely fire-proof saftl 
and vaults. It is prepared from a 
peculiar kind of stone, occurring 
partly as a rock and partly as a 
sand, Tho rock is of a light gray 
color, with transparent edges, hav 
ing the fracture of' crystal ized quartz, 
and is prepared by crashing be- 
tween cast iron rollers to a coarse 
powder — with the exception of cer- 
tain portions which arc too hard to 
be thus treated — and then adding 
one part of lime nnd a suitable 
quantity of water, and introducing 
the mass into iron moulds, where it 
is pressed, by means of a stamp, up- 
on an iron bed. After tho stones 
have been dried by artificial heat, 
while still upon the iron bed, they 
are baked for seven days at an in- 
tense heat in a cupola turnace, and 
allowed to cool for the same length 
of time. Tho stone shows in its 
fracture coarse, irregular, grayish- 
white fragments of quartz, inclosed 
by a light brownish-yellow finer 
mass, and swells in the fire instead 
of contracting. Mctalic oxides and 
strongly basic slags attack thiH 
quartz rock very rapidly, and, like 
quartz, it will not permanently en- 
dure rapid changes of temperature. 
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In a communication to tho Lon- 
don Geographical r.ocicty, the au- 
thor, Capt. Osborne, states that the 
bottom of the North Atlantic is oc- 
cupied by two valleys, the eastern 
extending from ten to thirty de- 
grees west longitude, and tra< cablo 
as tar as tho equator, with an ex- 
treme f depth of less than thirteen 
thousand feet. Tho western valley, 
he says, reaches from tho thirtieth 
to the fiftieth degree of west longi- 
tude, and the two are separated by 
a ridge in thirty degrees west longi- 
tude, along which the average depth 
is only sixteen hundred fathoms, 
and which can bo traced northward 
to Iceland and southward to tho 
Azores, so that it is volcanic in 
character at both extremities. Its 
extrcmo breadth is found to be 
somewhat less than five hundred 
miles, and the depth of water is 
found to incrcaso on botli sides of it 
according to tho distance from the 
axis. 

From Capt. Osborn's researches 
in regard to deep sea beds general- 
ly, he is inclined to believe that 
thcro are no rough ridges, abrupt 
chasms, nor bare rock, and that tho 
sea bottom at great depths is not af- 
fected by current or streams, even 
by those of tho magnitude of the 
Gulf Stream, and that it rather re- 
scmblos the American prairies in 
general appearance, and is every- 
where covered by a kind of inud. 

the pin machine. 

This machine is one of tho closest 
approaches that mechanics have 
made to the dexterity of the human 
hand. It is about the height and 
size of a lady's sowing machine, on- 
ly much stronger. On the side at 
the back a light belt descends from 
a long shaft in tho coiling that 
drives all the machines, ranged in 
rows on the floor. On the left side 
of tho machine hangs qu a* peg a 
reel of wire that has been straight- 
ened by running through a com- 
pound system of small rollers. The 
wire descends, and the end of it en- 
ters tho machine. This is tho food 
consumed by this voracious little 
dwarf. He pulls it in and bites it 
off by inches, incessantly — 140 bites 
to tho minute. Just as ho seizes 
each bite, a little hammer, with a 
concave face, hits tho end of the 
wire three times, "'upsets" it to a 
hoad, while ho gripes it to a counter 
sunk holo betweon his toeth. With 
an outward thrusts of tho tongue he 
then lays tho pin sideways in a lit- 
tle grove across the rim of a small 
wheel that slowly revolves. By tho 
external pressure of a stationary 
hoop, these pins roll in their places 
as thoy are carried under two series 
of small files, three in each. Those 
files grow finer toward the end of 
the sorics. Thoy lie at a slight in- 
clination on tho pins, and a series of 
cams, levers and springs are made 
to play lightning. Thus tho pins 
arc dropped in a little shower into a 
box. Twenty eight pounds are a 
day's work for one ot those jerking 
little automatons. The machines re- 
ject crooked pins, the slightest ir- 
regularity in any of them being de- 
tected.

At this time very few 
farmers attempt to 
ont the aid of more 
rial manures, and experience h? 
taught them that these concentrated 
fertilizers can only be depended on 
as a supplement to -farm-yard or 
other vegetable manure*, as without 
hum us in the soil no reliance can he 
placed on the action of chemical 
manures. Hence the prenent grow- 
ing interest of every Southern farm- 
er in green forage crops, not only to 
feed stock but to plough in to fix hu- 
mus in the soil so that they can real- 
ize the full benefit of the commercial 
manures they now own and all ap- 
ply yearly to their cotton crops. 
The importance of green crops to fix 
vegetable matter in the soil is appar- 
ent when we reflect that 3,000 pouada 
of farm -yard manure contains, ac- 
cording to tho Chemistry of the 
Farm, -,45(i pounds of water and 
only 88S pounds of carbonaceous 
matter, 74 pounds of salts, and 128 
pounds of common sand. If tha 
soil is exhausted of all vegetable 
matter we cannot suppose that this 
74 pounds of salts made up of ni- 
trogen, formic acid, potash, Ac., 
with the aid of 332 pounds of vege- 
table matter; can be as effective in 
amending the soil as it would be if 
supplemented by a previous green 
crop plrughed in. If, as the South- 
ern farmers now tell us, that eoneen- 
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land exhausted of its vegetable mat- 
ter, how can we expect that 84 
pounds of these same fertilizers ac- 
companied only by 332 pounds of 
vegetable remains, can do any more 
for the soil that receives it than the 
same amount of commercial manure 
does for the humus exhausted land 
ot the South V 

A correspondent of the RnraJ Ala- 
bamiau says : " There is not to-day 
in this tection of country an intelli- 
gent farmer who will deny the suc- 
cess of the cultivated grasses; the 
doubts of the most skeptical have 
been removed, not by process of 
reasoning, bnt by occular demonstra- 
tions; but I do not know where 
grass or clover has succeeded when 
sown with small grain. Sickly and 
enfeebled by tho overshadowing of 
tho gram crop, it wilts and dies on 
the removal of the grain, being un- 
able to withstand the scorching in- 
fluence of the sun." Hssays of one 
clover field seeded fifteen years ago: 
" Since it was originally Beaded it 
has produced both grain and cotton 
crops; yet the clover crop the past 
year was a luxuriant one, although 
the field had never been seeded but 
the one time. To this success in 
growing clover tho North can pro- 
duce uo paralleL It proves that in 
our Southern climate, our fields once 
seeded to clover will under judicious 
management prove permanent even 
under a system of ration." One 
cotton planter who has used 25 tons 
of commercial manures in one year 
now Bays ho has abandoned it until 
he can grow a clover crop to fix veg- 
etable matter in the soil. To thia 
end he dresses his clover field with a 
compost of yard manure, muck, cot- 
ton Bed, salt, and plaster, which 
will not fail to give him a good clov- 
er crop. I could hardly believe the 
clover story, if I had not seen it run 
out timothy and then the blue grass, 
and it now hold the supremacy after 
a stand of more than thirty years, 
seeding itself. 
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Thero is nothing more fortunate 
for modern genius than to be born 
poor.

When to Cut Timber 
Farmers generally cut timber 
without any regard to its preserva 

Thefollowing on the subject 
we find in an exchange, which will 
doubtless be read with interest : 

An examination of the ends of a 
log reveals a scries of circles, be- 
tween each of which is a porous 
strata. Each of these circles is the 
growth of a single season, which ex- 
tends through u period of six 
months in the northern localities. 
During this growing season the tree 
is supplied with a very largo quanti- 
ty of sap, and every pore becomes 
full. Early in the sprit g tho quan- 
tity i» much greater than in the sum- 
mer and fall months; it is also much 
richer in albumen. 

The exact time of the commence- 
ment of the flow of sap wo cannot 
state, but it is not governed entirely 
' by the condition of the weather : our 
experience is that in the latitude of 
the Middle States it commences as 
soon as February, and often in the 
latter past of January. The fact 
that the best time for making maple 
sugar is during the month of Febru-

As the season for preserving fruit 
is at hand, we print the following, 
which we tind in one of our ex- 
changes, for the benefit of o;ir lady 
friends: Our native fruits, both 
wild and cultivated, furnish an inex- 
haustible supply of tho proper in- 
gredients for tho making of all 
kinds of preserves, We give a few 
tried recipes for their manufacture, 
and trust that they may bo used ex- 
tensively to the exclusion of tho un- 
healthy compounds that wo are so 
prone to patronize : 

ORATE JELLY. 

Bruise and boil the fruit, then
